WHEREAS, the City Council held a public hearing on January 8, 2018, 
to review the findings and the order of the Hearing Officers and the 
owners were notified in writing of said hearing and had an opportunity 
to appear and show cause why said building should not be demolished

WHEREAS, the Code Enforcement Section has determined that 
compliance with the order of the Lansing Demolition Hearing Board 
Officer has not occurred; and

the date of this resolution,

Ordering a Special Assessment District and Roll Be Created and 
Placed on File 


WHEREAS, National Flood Insurance Program (NFIP) premiums for 
homes and businesses in the floodplain will significantly increase over 
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the next twenty years pursuant to Federal Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) regulations, creating financial hardship for floodplain 
property owners through higher insurance rates and reduced property 
values; and 


WHEREAS, the United States Geological Survey (USGS) has 
determined that the flood model data designating the base flood 
elevation for the Red Cedar River is no longer correct and that 
correcting this data will, over time, result in lower flood insurance rates 
and preserve property values; and 


WHEREAS, the City of Lansing Office of Emergency Management has 
proposed a contract with the USGS to provide the corrected data to 
FEMA for the purpose of issuing revised flood maps showing the 
corrected base flood elevation; and 


WHEREAS, flood model data constitutes publicly owned property, the 
improvement of which will provide direct financial benefits to the 
owners of more than 500 properties in the Red Cedar River floodplain 
in the City of Lansing; and 


WHEREAS, the total amount of the contract is Three Hundred Sixty- 
Three Thousand Dollars ($363,000.00), the City of Lansing has 
established a need for a special assessment district which includes all 
commercial and residential properties in the floodplain of the Red 
Cedar River and in the City of Lansing, which properties will be 
especially benefited by the improvement of the flood model data, to 
pay for fifty percent (50%) of that contract, subtotaling One Hundred 
Eighty-One Thousand and Five Hundred Dollars ($181,500.00) over a 
period of two years; and 


WHEREAS, the square footage of structures on property is a primary 
determining factor in the cost of flood insurance premiums and rates, 
the special assessment will be apportioned to the property owners 
based on the square footage of the home(s) or business(es) thereon; 
and 


WHEREAS, the creation of a special assessment district and roll is 
necessary before public hearing on the matter may be held. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that the City Council hereby 
determines there is a public necessity to engage in a contract with the 
USGS for work which will result in the correction of the base flood 
elevation for the floodplain of the Red Cedar River for the benefit of 
property values and flood insurance premium rates on the lands 
currently within the floodplain of the Red Cedar River; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that part of the expense for that contract 
should be defrayed by a special assessment on the lands benefited 
thereby, in the amount of fifty percent (50%) of that contract, 
subtotaling One Hundred Eighty-One Thousand and Five Hundred 
Dollars ($181,500.00), to be assessed over a period of two years; and 


BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the City Council orders the creation 
of a special assessment district consisting of all parcels of real property 
within the currently mapped floodplain of the Red Cedar River; and 


BE IT FINALLY RESOLVED that the City Council directs the City 
Assessor to make an assessment roll for the lands within the 
assessment district ordered in this Resolution and with the total 
assessment being apportioned by square footage of the structures on 
the properties, which assessment roll is to be returned to City Council 
within two weeks, unless extended by separate resolution of City 
Council

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RESOLUTION #2018-020 
RESOLUTION TO AUTHORIZE ISSUANCE OF WET WEATHER 
CONTROL PROGRAM LIMITED TAX GENERAL OBLIGATION 
BOND, SERIES 2018 


CITY OF LANSING 
(Ingham and Eaton Counties, Michigan) 


WHEREAS, the State of Michigan Department of Environmental 
Quality (the "DEQ") has required, consistent with National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System (NPDES) Permit No. MI00234000, the 
City of Lansing (the “City’) to abate combined sewer overflows from its 
combined sewer collection system; and 


WHEREAS, Act 320, Public Acts of Michigan, 1927, as amended, 
repealed and recodified by Part 43 of Act 451, Public Acts of Michigan, 
1994, as amended (“Act 451”) enables a City to issue and sell bonds to 
finance construction of improvements required by a permit or order 
issued by the DEQ; and 


WHEREAS, the DEQ and the City have agreed to implement the Wet 
Weather Control Program State Revolving Fund Project Plan, as 
amended (the "Wet Weather Control Program Project Plan”), in 
compliance with the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, the City desires to finance the CSO 034C Project as 
further described in plans on file with the City (the “Improvements’), 
which Improvements are related to the Wet Weather Control Program 
Project Plan and which are required by the NPDES Permit; and 


WHEREAS, the City has been offered funding for the Improvements 
from the State Revolving Fund program (the "SRF Program’), which is 
a low-interest loan financing program administered by the Michigan 
Department of Treasury and the Michigan Finance Authority (the 
“Authority”; and 


WHEREAS, in order to obtain loans from the SRF Program, the City 
must issue bonds and, on November 7, 2017, pursuant to Section 5(g) 
of Act 279, Public Acts of Michigan, 1909, as amended, the City 
published in the Lansing City Pulse the “Official Notice to Electors and 
Taxpayers of the City of Lansing of Intent to Issue Bonds Secured by 
the Taxing Power of the City and Right of Referendum Thereon” (the 
"Notice of Intent"), which described bonds to be issued in one or more 
series in an aggregate principal amount not-to-exceed $13,000,000 for 
the purpose of paying the costs of the Improvements; and 


WHEREAS, to finance the cost of making the Improvements the City 
Council deems it necessary to borrow the sum of not to exceed 
$13,000,000 and to issue its Wet Weather Control Program Limited 
Tax General Obligation Bond, Series 2018 therefore pursuant to the 
provisions of Act 451 (the "Bond’); and 


WHEREAS, the City Council determines that it is necessary to 
authorize the Director of Finance (an “Authorized Officer’) to complete 
sale and delivery of the Bond as described in the Notice of Intent and 
within the limitations contained in this Resolution, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT HEREBY RESOLVED as follows: 


1. NECESSITY. It is necessary for the public health, safety and 
welfare of the City to make the Improvements pursuant to 
the City’s Wet Weather Control Program Project Plan and 
issue the Bond pursuant to Act 451 to finance construction of 
the Improvements. 


2. ESTIMATED COST PERIOD OF USEFULNESS. The total 
cost of the Improvements, including the payment of 
engineer's fees, legal and financial expenses and other 
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expenses incident to the financing of the Improvements, 
which is estimated to be approximately $13,000,000 is 
hereby approved and confirmed, and the estimated period of 
usefulness of the Improvements is determined to be in 
excess of thirty (30) years. 


3. APPROVAL OF CONTRACT DOCUMENTS. The City 
hereby approves the Purchase Contract between the City 
and the Michigan Finance Authority (the “Authority’), the 
Supplemental Agreement by and among the City, the 
Authority and the State of Michigan acting through the 
Department of Environmental Quality, and the Issuer's 
Certificate (the “Contract Documents’) in such form as is 
approved by the Authorized Officer. The Authorized Officer 
and the Clerk, or any one or more of them, are authorized to 
sign the Contract Documents 


4. ISSUANCE OF BOND. To defray the cost of the 
Improvements, including legal, engineering, financial and 
other expenses, the City shall issue its bond known as the 
“Wet Weather Control Program Limited Tax General 
Obligation Bond, Series 2018” (the “Bond’) in the aggregate 
principal sum of not to exceed $13,000,000, as finally 
determined by the Authorized Officer at the time of sale, or 
such lesser amount thereof as shall have been advanced to 
the City pursuant to the Contract Documents, pursuant to the 
SRF Program. The balance of the cost of the Improvements, 
if any, shall be paid by grants or funds appropriated by the 
City. 


During the time funds are being drawn down by the City under the 
Bond, the Authority will periodically provide the City a statement 
showing the amount of principal that has been advanced and the date 
of each advance, which statement shall constitute prima facie evidence 
of the reported information; provided that no failure on the part of the 
Authority to provide such a statement or to reflect a disbursement or 
the correct amount of a disbursement shall relieve the City of its 
obligation to repay the outstanding principal amount actually advanced, 
all accrued interest thereon, and any other amount payable with 
respect thereto in accordance with the terms of the Bond 


5. BOND TERMS. The Bond shall be issued as one fully 
registered manuscript bond, shall be sold and delivered to 
the Authority in any denomination. The Bond shall be dated 
the date of delivery to the Authority, or such other date 
approved by the Authorized Officer, and shall be payable on 
the dates determined by the Authorized Officer at the time of 
sale, provided the final maturity shall be no later than thirty 
years after the date of issuance. The Bond shall bear 
interest at a rate not to exceed two and 50/100 percent 
(2.50%) per annum as determined by the Authorized Officer, 
payable semiannually on the dates determined by the 
Authorized Officer at the time of sale. Notwithstanding the 
above, the final amount of any maturity and the terms of the 
Bond shall be as provided in the Contract Documents and 
will be finally determined by the Authorized Officer. 


6. PAYMENT OF PRINCIPAL AND INTEREST. Both principal 
of and interest on the Bond shall be payable in lawful money 
of the United States of America to the person appearing on 
the Bond registration books as the registered owner thereof. 
Payment of principal on the Bond shall be made at the 
principal office of the Paying Agent (as defined below), upon 
surrender of the Bond. Payment of interest on the Bond shall 
be paid to the registered owner at the address as it appears 
on the registration books as of the determination date 
Initially, the determination date shall be the date as of the 
fifteenth (15th) day of the month prior to the payment date 
for each interest payment; however, the determination date 
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may be changed by the City to conform to market practice 


7. SECURITY. The City anticipates paying the principal of and 
interest on the Bond from funds lawfully available to the City 
for this purpose such as revenues derived from the operation 
of the City’s sewage disposal system and ad valorem taxes 
pursuant to a pledge of the City's limited tax full faith and 
credit. The Bond shall be a limited tax general obligation of 
the City, and the City hereby pledges its full faith and credit 
for the prompt payment of the principal of and interest on the 
Bond as and when due. Each year, the City shall include in 
its budget as a first budget obligation an amount sufficient to 
pay such principal and interest as the same shall become 
due. In the event there are insufficient moneys for the 
payment of principal of and interest on the Bond, the City 
shall levy a tax on all taxable property in the City for the 
prompt payment of principal and interest on the Bond; 
provided, however, that at the time of making any such 
annual tax levy, the City shall take into account in 
determining such annual tax levy other moneys available to 
pay principal of and interest on the Bond, including Net 
Revenues of the System, special assessments, or any other 
moneys available to the City. Taxes, if any, levied pursuant 
hereto shall be limited as to rate and amount by applicable, 
constitutional, statutory and charter limitations on the taxing 
power of the City 


8 PRIOR REDEMPTION. The Bond issued and sold to the 
Authority shall be subject to redemption prior to maturity by 
the City only with the prior written consent of the Authority 
and on such terms as may be required by the Authority. 


9. PAYING AGENT AND REGISTRATION 
Appointment of Paying Agent. From time to time the City shall 
designate and appoint a Paying Agent, which may also act as transfer 
agent and bond registrar (the "Paying Agent”). The initial Paying Agent 
shall be designated by the Authorized Officer. In the event of a change 
in the Paying Agent, notice shall be given in writing, by certified mail, to 
each Registered Owner not less than sixty (60) days prior to the next 
interest payment date. The Paying Agent shall keep the official books 
for the recordation of the Registered Owners of the Bond 

Registration of Bond. Registration of the Bond shall be recorded in the 
registration books of the City to be kept by the Paying Agent. The Bond 
may be transferred only by submitting the same, together with a 
satisfactory instrument of transfer signed by the Registered Owner or 
the Registered Owner's legal representative duly authorized in writing, 
to the Paying Agent, after which a new Bond or Bonds shall be issued 
by the Paying Agent to the transferee (new registered owner) in any 
denomination, in the same aggregate principal amount as the Bond 
submitted for transfer. No transfer of Bonds shall be valid unless and 
until recorded on the bond registration books in accordance with the 
foregoing. The person in whose name any bond is registered may for 
all purposes, notwithstanding any notice to the contrary, be deemed 
and treated by the City and the Paying Agent as the absolute owner 
thereof, and any payment of principal and interest on any Bond to the 
Registered Owner thereof shall constitute a valid discharge of the 
City's liability upon such Bond to the extent of such payment. No Bond 
shall be transferred less than fifteen (15) days prior to an interest 
payment date nor after the Bond has been called for redemption 
Authority's Depository. Notwithstanding any other provision of this 
Resolution or the Bond, so long as the Authority is the owner of the 
Bond, (i) the Bond is payable as to principal and interest at The Bank 
of New York Mellon Trust Company, N. A., or at such other place as 
shall be designated in writing to the City by the Authority (the 
“Authority's Depository’); (ii) the City agrees that it will deposit with the 
Authority's Depository payments of the principal of and interest on the 
Bond in immediately available funds by 12:00 noon at least five 
business days prior to the date on which any such payment is due 
whether by maturity, redemption or otherwise; in the event that the 
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Authority's Depository has not received the City’s deposit by 12:00 
noon on the scheduled day, the City shall immediately pay to the 
Authority as invoiced by the Authority an amount to recover the 
Authority's administrative costs and lost investment earnings 
attributable to that late payment; and (iii) written notice of any 
redemption of the Bond shall be given by the City and received by the 
Authority's Depository at least 40 days prior to the date on which such 
redemption is to be made 


10. SALE OF BOND. The Bond shall be sold to the Authority. 
The City determines that a negotiated sale to the Authority is 
in the best interest of the City because the terms offered by 
the Authority are more favorable than those available from 
other sources of funding 


11. BOND FORM. The Bond shall be substantially in the form 
attached hereto as Exhibit A, and incorporated herein, with 
such changes as may be required by the Authority or as 
recommended by the City’s Bond Counsel and approved by 
the officers of the City signing the Bond 


12. EXECUTION OF BOND. The Mayor and the Clerk of the 
City are hereby authorized and directed to sign the Bond, 
either manually or by facsimile signature, on behalf of the 
City. Upon execution, the Bond shall be delivered to the 
Authority in accordance with the Contract Documents 


13. BOND MUTILATED, LOST OR DESTROYED. If any Bond 
shall become mutilated, the City, at the expense of the 
holder of the Bond, shall execute, and the Paying Agent 
shall authenticate and deliver, a new Bond of like tenor in 
exchange and substitution for the mutilated Bond, upon 
surrender to the Paying Agent of the mutilated Bond. If any 
Bond issued under this Resolution shall be lost, destroyed or 
stolen, evidence of the loss, destruction or theft may be 
submitted to the Paying Agent and, if this evidence is 
satisfactory to both the City and the Paying Agent and 
indemnity satisfactory to the Paying Agent shall be given, the 
City, at the expense of the owner, shall execute, and the 
Paying Agent shall thereupon authenticate and deliver, a 
new Bond of like tenor, which shall bear the statement 
required by Act No. 354, Public Acts of Michigan, 1972, as 
amended, or any applicable law hereafter enacted, in lieu of 
and in substitution for the Bond so lost, destroyed or stolen 
If any such Bond shall have matured or shall be about to 
mature, instead of issuing a substitute Bond, the Paying 
Agent may pay the same without surrender thereof. 


14. BOND PAYMENT FUND. For payment of principal of and 
interest on the Bond, there shall be established and 
maintained a debt service fund for the Bond (the “Bond 
Payment Fund’), The accrued interest, if any, and 
capitalized interest, if any, received at the time of delivery of 
the Bond shall be placed into the Bond Payment Fund. The 
City shall budget annually a sufficient amount to pay the 
annual principal of and interest on the Bond and deposit 
such amount in the Bond Payment Fund as needed to make 
payments of principal and interest as they become due. The 
obligation of the City to pay the principal of and interest on 
the Bond will be a first budget obligation. Moneys in the 
Bond Payment Fund shall be expended solely for payment 
of principal and interest on the Bond which first come due 
Any moneys remaining in the Bond Payment Fund after the 
annual payments of principal of and interest on the Bond 
shall be transferred to the Sewer Fund or the General Fund 
and shall no longer be pledged hereunder 


15. CONSTRUCTION FUND. Prior to delivery and sale of the 
Bond, there shall be established a construction fund for the 
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Project (the “Construction Fund’). After deducting the sums 
which are required to be deposited in the Bond Payment 
Fund, the balance of the proceeds of the Bond shall be 
deposited into the Construction Fund. The moneys on 
deposit in the Construction Fund from time to time shall be 
used solely for the purpose for which the Bond was issued 
Any unexpended balance shall be used for such purposes 
as allowed by law. Any moneys remaining in the 
Construction Fund after payment of all such costs shall be 
transferred to the Bond Payment Fund or may be returned to 
the Authority. After completion of the Improvements and 
disposition of any remaining bond proceeds, pursuant to the 
provisions of this Section, the Construction Fund shall be 
closed. 


The appropriation of moneys for “eligible” (not to exceed the maximum 
Principle Amount of the Bond) and ‘ineligible’ costs of the 
improvements (as those terms are defined by the Authority and DEQ) 
is hereby approved. Said moneys shall be used solely for the purposes 
of making improvements included in the Wet Weather Control Program 
Project Plan approved by the DEQ, and ancillary related expenses 


16. INVESTMENT OF FUNDS. Moneys in the funds and 
accounts established herein may be invested by the City as 
allowed by law, subject to the provisions of Act 20, Public 
Acts of Michigan, 1943, as amended, or any statute 
subsequently adopted regulating investments by the City, 
and subject to the limitations imposed by arbitrage 
regulations and Section 148 of the Internal Revenue Code of 
1986, as amended, and the applicable regulations 
thereunder (collectively the “Code”) 


17. DEPOSITORY AND FUNDS ON HAND. Moneys in the 
several funds and accounts maintained pursuant to this 
Resolution may be kept in one or more accounts at financial 
institutions designated by resolution of the City, and if kept in 
one account, the moneys shall be allocated on the books 
and records of the City in the manner and at the times 
provided in this Resolution 


18. COVENANTS. The City covenants and agrees with the 
successive holders of the Bond that so long as any of the 
Bond remains outstanding and unpaid as to either principal 
or interest 
It will cause the principal of and interest on the Bond to be paid 
promptly when due, but solely from the funds pledged by this 
Resolution 
It will make no use of the proceeds of the Bond, or any other funds 
which may be deemed to be proceeds of the Bond pursuant to Section 
103(c) of the Code which, if the use had been reasonably expected on 
the date of issuance of the Bond, would have caused the Bond to be 
“arbitrage bonds’ within the meaning of that Section, and will comply 
with all requirements of the Code throughout the term of the Bond 
It will not permit at any time or times any of the proceeds of the Bond 
or any other funds of the City to be used directly or indirectly in a 
manner which would result in the exclusion of the Bond from the 
treatment afforded by Section 103(a) of the Code, as from time to time 
amended 
It will, if required to do so, rebate the amount required by Section 
148(f)(2) of the Code in accordance with the provisions of Section 
148(1)(3) of the Code. 


19. ADDITIONAL BONDS. In accordance with the provisions of 
Act 34, the City reserves the right to issue additional bonds, 
which shall be of equal standing and priority with the Bond 


20. CONTRACT WITH BONDHOLDERS. The provisions of this 
Resolution shall constitute a contract between the City and 
the holder or holders of the Bond from time to time, and after 
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23. 


the issuance of any of such Bond, no change, variation or 
alteration of the provisions of this Resolution may be made 
which would lessen the security for the Bond. The provisions 
of this Resolution shall be enforceable by appropriate 
proceedings taken by such holder or holders, either at law or 
in equity. 


AUTHORIZED OFFICER: The Director of Finance (the 
“Authorized Officer’) is hereby designated, for and on behalf 
of the City, to do all acts and to take all necessary steps 
required to effectuate the sale, issuance and delivery of the 
Bond to the Authority. The Authorized Officer is hereby 
authorized to execute and deliver the Contract Documents in 
such form as the Authorized Officer shall approve 
Notwithstanding any other provision of this Resolution, the 
Authorized Officer is authorized within the limitations of the 
resolution to determine the specific interest rate or rates to 
be borne by the Bond, not exceeding 3% per annum, the 
principal amount, interest payment dates, dates of 
maturities, and amount of maturities, redemption rights, the 
title of the Bond, date of issuance, and other terms and 
conditions relating to the Bond and the sale thereof provided, 
however, the last annual principal installment shall not be 
more than thirty years from the date of the Bond. The 
Authorized Officer's approval of the terms shall be evidenced 
by his or her signature on the document or agreement 
stating such terms. The Authorized Officer is hereby 
authorized for and on behalf of the City, without further City 
Council approval, to do alll acts and take all necessary steps 
required to effectuate the sale, issuance, and delivery of the 
Bond. The Authorized Officer, together with the Mayor, the 
Clerk, and other proper officers and employees of the City, 
or any one or more of them, are authorized to take any 
actions necessary to comply with requirements of the 
Authority and DEQ in connection with the sale of the Bond to 
the Authority, and to execute any orders, receipts, 
agreements, pledge agreements, documents or certificates 
necessary or convenient to complete the transaction, 
including, but not limited to, any issuer's certificate, any 
cettificates relating to federal or state securities laws, rules 
or regulations, any applications to the Michigan Department 
of Treasury, and any revenue sharing pledge agreement 
The City hereby approves the Issuer's Certificate in such 
form as is approved by the Authorized Officer. 


DEFEASANCE. In the event cash or direct obligations of the 
United States or obligations the principal of and interest on 
which are guaranteed by the United States, or a combination 
thereof, the principal of and interest on which, without 
reinvestment, come due at times and in amounts sufficient to 
pay at maturity or irrevocable call for earlier optional or 
mandatory redemption, the principal of and interest on the 
Bond, shall be deposited in trust, this Resolution shall be 
defeased and the owners of the Bond shall have no further 
rights under this Resolution except to receive payment of the 
principal of and interest on the Bond from the cash or 
securities deposited in trust and the interest and gains 
thereon and to transfer and exchange bonds as provided 
herein 


INTERNAL REVENUE CODE. The City has consulted with 
its bond counsel and understands that the Code contains 
certain requirements on (i) the expenditure of proceeds from 
the sale of the Bond, (ii) the investment of the proceeds from 
the issuance of the Bond and (iii) the rebate of interest 
earned on the investment of the proceeds of the Bond under 
certain circumstances. The City hereby covenants to comply 
with such requirements 
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24. BOND COUNSEL. The engagement of the firm of Dykema 
Gossett PLLC as bond counsel to the City in connection with 
the issuance of Bond is hereby ratified, confirmed and 
approved. 


25. RESOLUTION SUBJECT TO MICHIGAN LAW. The 
provisions of this Resolution are subject to the laws of the

AUTOMATICALLY UPON DETECTION OF HEAT AND RESIST THE 
PASSAGE OF FLAME. FIRE DAMPERS ARE CLASSIFIED FOR USE 
IN EITHER STATIC SYSTEMS THAT WILL AUTOMATICALLY SHUT 
DOWN IN THE EVENT OF A FIRE OR IN DYNAMIC SYSTEMS THAT 
CONTINUE TO OPERATE DURING A FIRE. A DYNAMIC FIRE 
DAMPER IS TESTED AND RATED FOR CLOSURE UNDER 
ELEVATED TEMPERATURE AIRFLOW. 


(2) “SMOKE DAMPER" MEANS A LISTED DEVICE INSTALLED IN 
DUCTS AND AIR TRANSFER OPENINGS DESIGNED TO RESIST 
THE PASSAGE OF SMOKE. THE DEVICE IS INSTALLED TO 
OPERATE AUTOMATICALLY, CONTROLLED BY A SMOKE 
DETECTION SYSTEM AND, WHERE REQUIRED, IS CAPABLE OF 
BEING POSITIONED FROM FIRE COMMAND CENTER 


(3) “CERTIFIED INSPECTOR" MEANS A CONTRACTOR OR 
TECHNICIAN THAT HAS BEEN CERTIFIED BY THE 
INTERNATIONAL CERTIFICATION BOARD AND AMERICAN 
NATIONAL STANDARDS INSTITUTE AS A QUALIFIED FIRE AND 
SMOKE DAMPER INSPECTOR. 


C. TESTS AND INSPECTIONS OF A FIRE AND SMOKE DAMPER 
IN BUILDINGS OWNED AND OPERATED BY THE CITY SHALL 
ONLY BE CONDUCTED BY A CERTIFIED INSPECTOR, WHO 
SHALL MAKE A WRITTEN REPORT OF THE INSPECTION. THE 
WRITTEN REPORT SHALL CONTAIN AT A MINIMUM ALL THE 
FOLLOWING: THE PRECISE LOCATION OF THE DAMPER, DATE 
OF INSPECTION, NAME OF THE INSPECTOR, EVIDENCE THE 
INSPECTOR IS CERTIFIED, ANY AND ALL DEFICIENCIES 
DISCOVERED, AND ANY AND ALL REPAIRS OR REPLACEMENTS 
COMPLETED. THE WRITTEN REPORT SHALL BE FILED IN THE 
CITY'S BUILDING SAFETY OFFICE WITHIN FIVE (5) BUSINESS 
DAYS OF THE COMPLETION OF THE INSPECTION AND WORK. 


D. ANY AND ALL WORK PERFORMED IN CONJUNCTION WITH 
THIS ORDINANCE SHALL BE SUBJECT TO THE MICHIGAN 
BUILDING CODES AS ADOPTED BY THE CITY. 


Section 2. All ordinances, parts of ordinances, resolutions or rules 
inconsistent with the provisions hereof are hereby repealed 


Section 3. Should any section, clause or phrase of this ordinance 
be declared to be invalid, the same shall not affect the validity of the 
ordinance as a whole, or any part thereof other than the part so 
declared to be invalid 


Section 4. This ordinance shall take effect on the 30th day after 
enactment, unless given immediate effect by City Council, and shall 
expire on December 31, 2027

DELETING THE SCOTT HOUSE AS A PERMITTED LOCATION. 


THE CITY OF LANSING ORDAINS: 
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Section 1. That Section 608.04 of the Codified Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby amended to read as 
follows 


608.04. Restrictions on sale and consumption on public property. 
(a) No person shall 


(1) Sell, consume or possess in an open container alcoholic beverages 
in the public streets, public places, parks, alleys, sidewalks, City- 
owned parking facilities or the Turner-Dodge House, except as 
provided in this section; or 


(2) Sell, consume or possess in an open container alcoholic beverages 
in a private parking lot or facility, including, but not limited to, shopping 
center parking lots or parking areas adjacent to commercial 
establishments which are utilized by patrons of the commercial 
establishment, unless such person has in his or her possession, in 
writing, the express permission or consent of the owner or lessee, or 
the lawful agent of the owner or lessee, of such lot or facility. This 
paragraph shall not apply to any event sponsored or authorized in 
writing by the owner or lessee of such premises. 


(b) Beer or wine may be sold and/or consumed in City parks, upon 
approval of the Mayor, if 


(1) For sales of beer and wine, a special license for such sale is 
obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control Commission and if the 
Mayor approves the license application prior to the issuance of the 
license. Approval by the Mayor shall be granted only if the license is to 
be utilized in conjunction with a City-approved cultural, ethnic or 
community activity open to the public or if the license is to be utilized in 
conjunction with a City-approved tourist or convention activity; or 


(2) For consumption only, where no sales occur, approval is granted 
for the consumption of beer and wine at a City-approved cultural, 
ethnic or community activity open to the public, or in conjunction with a 
City-approved tourist or convention activity, provided that with respect 
to either the sale of beer and wine, or consumption, where no sales 
occur, the requirements set forth in subsections (g), (h) and (i) hereof 
are met. Prior Mayoral approval shall not be required for the sale 
and/or consumption of beer and wine at the Turner-Dodge House, 
Scott House and Park and Cooley Gardens. 


(3) PRIOR MAYORAL APPROVAL SHALL NOT BE REQUIRED FOR 
THE SALE AND/OR CONSUMPTION OF BEER AND WINE AT THE 
TURNER-DODGE HOUSE, SCOTT PARK, COOLEY GARDENS, 
SOUTH WASHINGTON OFFICE COMPLEX, AND FENNER NATURE 
CENTER, HOWEVER, WITH REGARD TO THE SOUTH 
WASHINGTON OFFICE COMPLEX SUCH SALE AND/OR 
CONSUMPTION OF BEER AND WINE MAY ONLY OCCUR AT NON- 
PROFIT EVENTS HELD ON MAY 8, 2018. 


(c) Notwithstanding the limitations set forth in subsection (b) hereof, 
beer or wine may be sold for consumption at Kircher Field or Ranney 
Field if a special license for such sale is obtained from the Michigan 
Liquor Control Commission and if the Mayor approves the license 
application prior to the issuance of the license. Approval of the Mayor 
shall be granted for the sale and/or consumption of beer and wine at 
Kircher Field or Ranney Field only in conjunction with City-approved 
district, State, regional or national adult athletic tournaments and if the 
requirements set forth in subsections (g), (h), and (i) hereof are met 


(d) Notwithstanding the limitations set forth in subsection (b) hereof, 
beer or wine may be sold for consumption, and may be consumed, 
within the grounds of the Turner-Dodge House, Scott House and Park, 
OR Cooley Gardens, or Fenner Nature Center, provided that all 
permits required by the Department of Parks and Recreation have 
been obtained, a special license, if applicable, has been obtained from 
the Michigan Liquor Control Commission, and the requirements set 
forth in subsections (g), (h), and (j) hereof are met. Rental fees for the 
Turner-Dodge House, the Scott House and Park, OR Cooley Gardens, 
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or Fenner Nature Center shall be set by resolution of Council. Use of 
the Turner Dodge House, Scott House and Park, OR Cooley Gardens, 
or Fenner Nature Center in conjunction with the sale of beer or wine for 
consumption shall not be limited to public events, but may also include 
private events 


(e) Sale and consumption of alcoholic beverages is allowable within 
the concession area or any other area within the perimeter of the 
Groesbeck Golf Course and Hope Soccer Complex, provided that, if 
sold, a license for such sale has been obtained from the Michigan 
Liquor Control Commission, and provided, further, that any such 
consumption or sale shall be contingent upon approval by the 
Department of Parks and Recreation and subject to such rules or 
restriction RESTRICTIONS as the Department may establish 


(f) Sale and consumption of alcoholic beverages may occur within the 
concession area or any other area within the City Market or its 
environs, provided that, if sold, a license for such sale has been 
obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control Commission and the sale 
and for consumption occurs within a clearly demarcated area in 
compliance with the license, and provided, further, that any such sales 
for consumption shall be contingent upon approval by the Lansing 
Entertainment and Public Facilities Authority (LEPFA) and subject to 
such rules of restrictions as LEPFA may establish. Notwithstanding 
section (i) herein, any such applicant shall file with the City Clerk proof 
of a personal injury and property damage insurance policy insuring 
such applicant against any liability imposed on such applicant or the 
City arising out of the sale or consumption of alcoholic beverages, and 
naming the City and LEPFA as additional insureds. Such policy shall 
provide for payment in the event of injury to or death of one person or 
more than one person, and for the payment for property damage in 
amounts set by Council resolution on the basis of recommendations by 
the Finance Department. This requirement may be waived or the 
amounts of such required insurance reduced by resolution of Council 
finding that such a reduction or waiver is in the public interest. 


(g) Beer or wine may be sold for consumption within the streets, alleys, 
sidewalks and public places within the boundaries of the Downtown 
Mall and environs, as defined in Section 812.01 of the Business 
Regulation and Taxation Code, provided that the following conditions 
are satisfied 


(1) The request has been approved by the Mayor. 

(2) The individual, group or organization making the application 
obtains a special license for such sale and consumption from 
the Michigan Liquor Control Commission 

(3) The individual, group or organization has complied with 
subsections (g), (h), (i) and (j) hereof, 

(4) Any other conditions which the Mayor may require have been 
met. 


(h) The City Clerk shall provide a form on which the applicant shall 
provide the following information: 


(1) The name and address of the applicant; 

(2) The name of the organization, if applicable; 

(3) The type of event; 

(4) The date of the application: 

(5) The date and time of the event planned; 

(6) The purpose of the event; 

(7) The estimated number of persons attending; 

(8) The name of the insurance company, if applicable, from which 
the necessary public liability policy will be or has been obtained: 

(9) Proof that the proper rental fee has been paid, if applicable; 
and 

(10) The security measures which the applicant proposes to 
utilize. 


Upon the applicant's payment of an application fee, as determined by 
resolution of Council, the City Clerk shall forward the completed 
application form to the Police Department and to the Department of 
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Parks and Recreation for review. 


(i) Whenever a special license for the sale and/or consumption of beer 
or wine in City parks, or-within the Downtown Mall and environs or 
upon the grounds of the Turner Dodge House, Scott House and Park, 
Cooley Gardens, or Fenner Nature Center is required, the applicant 
shall file with the City Clerk proof of a personal injury and property 
damage insurance policy insuring such applicant against any liability 
imposed on such applicant or the City arising out of the sale or 
consumption of beer or wine. Such policy shall provide for payment in 
the event of injury to or death of one person or more than one person, 
and for payment for property damage in amounts set by Council 
resolution on the basis of recommendations by the Finance 
Department. Such policy shall have a provision to the effect that the 
insurance company shall notify the City Clerk at least ten days prior to 
the expiration of such policy. However, this requirement may be 
waived or the amounts of such required insurance reduced by 
resolution of Council finding that such a reduction or waiver is in the 
public interest. 


() The applicant shall be solely responsible for providing adequate 
security, in the form of adequate personnel and fencing, as determined 
by the Department of Parks and Recreation. Approval by the 
Department of the applicant's plan for security shall be obtained prior 
to any application being approved or any event being scheduled 


(k) No person shall sell or dispense beer or wine for consumption in 
City parks, in any container other than a paper or plastic container. No 
person shall sell or dispense beer or wine for consumption within the 
Turner Dodge House in any container other than a paper or plastic 
container unless prior written permission has been received from the 
Department of Parks and Recreation 


(1) (1) Notwithstanding any provision set forth in this Section 608.04 to 
the contrary, beer or wine may be sold for consumption on the 
premises, and may be consumed, at public or private events or 
functions within the grounds of the Potter Park Zoo Exploration and 
Discovery Center and Plaza, provided 


a. Dispensing of beer or wine shall be conducted by persons or 
entities not affiliated with Potter Park Zoo or any of its auxiliary 
organizations; 

No beer or wine may be sold or dispensed during hours when 
the Potter Park Zoo is open to the general public; 

For sales of beer or wine for consumption on the premises an 
appropriate license shall be obtained from the Michigan Liquor 
Control Commission; furthermore, prior mayoral approval is 
required, which approval shall only be granted in conjunction 
with a City approved cultural, ethnic or community activity open 
to the public, or in conjunction with a Cityapproved tourist or 
convention activity; 

Intoxicating liquors (ie. distilled rather than fermented alcoholic 
beverages) may not be sold on the premises.

DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY ACT OF 1966, AS AMENDED. 

THE CITY OF LANS'NG ORDAINS: 


SECTION 1. That Chapter 888 of the Code of Ordinances of the 
City of Lansing, Michigan be amended to add a new Section 888.28a 
to read as follows: 


888.28a CAMELOT HILLS 


(A) PURPOSE. IT IS ACKNOWLEDGED THAT IT IS A PROPER 
PUBLIC PURPOSE OF THE STATE AND ITS POLITICAL 
SUBDIVISIONS TO PROVIDE HOUSING FOR ITS RESIDENTS OF 
LOW AND MODERATE INCOME AND TO ENCOURAGE THE 
DEVELOPMENT OF SUCH HOUSING BY PROVIDING FOR A 
SERVICE CHARGE IN LIEU OF PROPERTY TAXES IN

(1) "ACT" MEANS THE STATE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT

(2) "ANNUAL SHELTER RENTS" MEANS THE TOTAL 
COLLECTIONS DURING AN AGREED ANNUAL PERIOD FROM ALL 
PERSONS OF LOW OR MODERATE INCOME, OCCUPYING THE 
HOUSING DEVELOPMENT REPRESENTING RENTS FOR 
OCCUPANCY, WHICH RENTAL AMOUNTS SHALL BE EXCLUSIVE

OF CHARGES FOR GAS, ELECTRICITY, HEAT OR OTHER 
UTILITIES FURNISHED TO THE OCCUPANTS. 


(3) "AUTHORITY" MEANS THE MICHIGAN STATE HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT AUTHORITY. 


(4) "HOUSING DEVELOPMENT" OR " DEVELOPMENT" MEANS A 
DEVELOPMENT WHICH CONTAINS A SIGNIFICANT ELEMENT OF 
HOUSING FOR PERSONS OF LOW AND MODERATE INCOME AND 
SUCH ELEMENTS OF OTHER HOUSING, COMMERCIAL, 
RECREATIONAL, INDUSTRIAL, COMMUNAL AND EDUCATIONAL 
FACILITIES AS THE AUTHORITY MAY DETERMINE WILL IMPROVE 
THE QUALITY OF THE DEVELOPMENT AS IT RELATES TO 
HOUSING FOR PERSONS OF LOW AND MODERATE INCOME.

SECTION 4, TOWN 4 NORTH, RANGE 2 WEST, AND THE 
NORTHWEST % OF SECTION 9, TOWN 4 NORTH, RANGE 2 WEST, 
CITY OF LANSING, INGHAM COUNTY, MICHIGAN, ACCORDING 
TO THE RECORDED PLAT THEREOF AS RECORDED IN LIBER 36, 
PAGES 19 AND 20, INGHAM COUNTY RECORDS. 


(5) "HUD" MEANS THE DEPARTMENT OF HOUSING AND URBAN 
DEVELOPMENT OF THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT. 


(6) “LOW INCOME HOUSING TAX CREDIT PROGRAM" MEANS THE 
PROGRAM ESTABLISHED BY SECTION 42 OF THE UNITED 
STATES INTERNAL REVENUE CODE. 


(7) "LOW OR MODERATE INCOME" MEANS LOW OR MODERATE 
INCOME ELIGIBILITY UNDER THE AUTHORITY ACT OR RULES. 


(8) "MORTGAGE LOAN" MEANS A LOAN TO BE MADE BY A 
PRIVATE ENTITY AND INSURED BY HUD, OR A LOAN FROM THE 
AUTHORITY FOR THE FINANCING OF THE PURCHASE AND 
REHABILITATION OF THE HOUSING DEVELOPMENT. 


(9) “PREVAILING WAGE" MEANS THE WAGES AND FRINGE 
BENEFITS RECEIVED BY MECHANICS AND LABORERS THAT 
ARE AT LEAST THE PREVAILING WAGES AND FRINGE BENEFITS. 
FOR CORRESPONDING CLASSES OF MECHANICS AND 
LABORERS, AS DETERMINED BY STATISTICS COMPILED BY THE 
UNITED STATES DEPARTMENT OF LABOR AND RELATED TO 
THE GREATER LANSING AREA, AND THAT ARE TO BE

General Fund Reserve Policy 

The City's General Fund reserves consist of the General Fund fund 
balance and the Budget Stabilization Fund. Use of and contributions to 
the Budget Stabilization Fund are dictated by Ordinance section 
218.05. 


The targeted unrestricted balance for the combination of the General 
Fund fund balance and the Budget Stabilization Fund is a minimum of 
12% of General Fund expenditures and a maximum of 15% of General 
Fund expenditures. If events necessitate that the combined balances 
drop below 12% of General Fund expenditures, annual appropriations 
of a minimum of $500,000 will be made until the 12% target is reached 
In the event that combined reserves are projected to exceed 15% of 
General Fund revenues, the excess amount will be used to 
supplement pension and/or retiree healthcare prefunding 


Debt Management 
Appropriations are made to adequately fund annual debt service 


obligations. Adherence will be made to required debt service reserves, 
where applicable, as well as to the provision of annual disclosures as

Investment Paicy 
Management of cash investments is governed by the City's investment 


pdicy and in accordance to State statute, with the objective being the 
maximization of return on the City’s governmental funds through 
pooling of funds where appropriate and permitted, monitoring of 
interest rates and fee structures.

In working toward the goal of the incorporation of strategic planning

Civil Actions, Claims, and Damages 
Whenever a claim is made or any civil action is commenced against 


the Mayor, a City Council member, a non-bargaining unit employee, or 
a Lansing retirement board trustee (collectively in this provision “the 
Employee") for damages caused by an act or acts of the Employee 
within the scope of his or her authority and while in the course of his or 
her employment with the City or his or her duties on behalf of the 
retirement board, the City will pay for, engage, or furnish the services 
of an attorney to advise the Employee as to the claim and to appear for 
and represent the Employees in the action. If the City Attorney does 
nat provide the attorney services, the attorney selection shall be made 
by the City Attorney in the manner the City Charter requires. The City 
may compromise, settle, and pay a claim before or after the 
commencement of any civil action. Whenever any judgment for 
damages caused by the act or acts of the Employee covered under 
this provision is awarded against the Employee as the result of a civil 
action, the City will indemnify the Employee or will pay, settle, or 
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compromise the judgment. The City's obligations under this provision, 
however, is contingent upon the Employee giving prompt notice of the 
commencement of the action and upon the Employee cooperating in 
the preparation, defense, and settlement of the action. The term 
“scope of authority” under this provision does not include any act or 
acts of Employee (i) fraud, (ji) dishonesty, (ii) willful, intentional, or 
deliberate violation of the law or breach of fiduciary duty, (iv) criminal 
act, or (v) traffic violation; nar does this provision abrogate or diminish 
governmental immunity.

RESOLUTION #2018-143 
BY COUNCIL MEMBERS DUNBAR, GARZA, HUSSAIN, JACKSON, 
SPADAFORE, SPITZLEY, WASHINGTON AND WOOD 
RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS, the oldest African American Holiday was first recognized on 
June 19, 1865, and is now an official state holiday in 15 states across 
the country. It was on June 19, 1865 that news of the Emancipation 
Proclamation, which President Lincoln signed on January 1, 1863, 
reached the slaves of Texas; and 


WHEREAS, learning of their freedom, June 19, 1865 became the true 
Independence Day for African-Americans in the United States. The 
slaves immediately left the plantations, congregated in the cities, and 
began celebrating their freedom by praying, feasting, dancing, and 
singing; and 


WHEREAS, this day was named “Juneteenth Day’, representing the 
joys of freedom and new beginnings, commemorating the end of slavery 
in the United States by celebration of liberty, educating the community 
about the heritage, and promoting positive cultural interaction; and 


WHEREAS, The 25th Annual Lansing Celebration of Juneteenth and the

$10,000, grant funds will provide a “dollar for dollar” match (50% of the 
total project cost) up toa maximum $5,000 award. This award is for small 
facade projects or for projects that consist of limited improvements 
including signage, paint, window/door repair, lighting, entryways. The 
grant funds are provided on a reimbursement basis and offers no upfront 
money 


Design Program Award: For development of renderings/facade designs 
and material specifications to assist with the application of a matching 
grant award. Up to a $2,000 award value per applicant (total of $10,000 
available in this category). Further architectural/engineering costs 
related to the facade that are beyond the award value are the 
responsibility of the applicant but may be approved as match for a future 
grant award. Pre-application and commitment to fagade improvement is 
required

Building Authority (the “Authority’) entered into a Limited Tax Full Faith 
and Credit General Obligation Contract of Lease dated May 2, 2003 (the 
“Contract”) providing for the Authority to acquire and finance the 
Townsend Street automobile parking structure (the "Project’); and 


WHEREAS, the Authority issued its Building Authority Refunding Bond,

The Bonds shall consist of bonds registered as to principal 
and interest of the denominations of any multiple of $5,000 not 
exceeding for each maturity the maximum principal amount of the Bonds 
of that maturity, and numbered consecutively in order of registration or 
transfer. Principal of and interest on the Bonds will be payable in the 
manner set forth in the form of Bond shown in this resolution; provided 
that the date of determination of the registered owner for purposes of 
payment of interest may be changed by the City to conform to market 
practice in the future 


The Finance Director is hereby authorized and directed to 
designate as bond registrar, paying agent and transfer agent (the 
“Transfer Agent’), a bank or trust company located in the State of 
Michigan and qualified to carry out such duties under the laws of the 
State of Michigan. The City may designate a new Transfer Agent by 
notice mailed to the registered owner of each of the Bonds at such time

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4 Escrow Fund. The Finance Director shall designate a bank or 
trust company to serve as escrow trustee (the “Escrow Trustee’). In 
order to secure payment of the Prior Bonds being refunded, the City will 
enter into an Escrow Agreement (the “Escrow Agreement”) with the 
Escrow Trustee which shall provide for the creation of a fund designated 
as the CITY OF LANSING - GENERAL OBLIGATION REFUNDING 
BOND [SERIES] ESCROW FUND (the “Escrow Fund’).

Disbursement of 
such payments to the DTC Participants is the responsibility of DTC and 
disbursement of such payments to the beneficial owners of the Bonds is 
the responsibility of the DTC Participants and Indirect Participants as 
described in the preliminary official statement for the Bonds. Interest 
shall be paid by check or draft mailed to the registered owner of record 
as shown on the registration books kept by the transfer agent as of the 
15th day of the month prior to an interest payment date. The Bonds will 
be transferred only upon the registration books of the City kept by the 
transfer agent 


PURPOSE AND SECURITY: The Bonds are issued pursuant to Act 34, 
Public Acts of Michigan, 2001, as amended, and a resolution of the City 
Council for the purpose of current refunding debt of the City. The Bonds 
will pledge the limited tax full faith and credit of the City for payment of 
the principal and interest thereon, and will be payable as a first budget 
obligation from the general fund of the City, and from ad valorem taxes, 
which may be levied against all taxable property in the City, subject to 
applicable constitutional, statutory, and charter tax rate limitations. The 
rights or remedies of bondholders may be affected by bankruptcy,

purposes as described in the opinion, and the Bonds and interest 
thereon are exempt from all taxation by the State of Michigan or by any 
taxing authority within the State of Michigan except inheritance and 
estate taxes and taxes on gains realized from the sale, payment or other 
disposition thereof. 


NOT BANK QUALIFIED: The Bonds have not been designated as 
qualified tax exempt obligations for purposes of deduction of interest

LEGAL OPINION: Bids shall be conditioned upon the approving opinion 
of Miller, Canfield, Paddock and Stone, P.L.C., attorneys of Lansing and 
Detroit, Michigan. The opinion will be furnished without expense to the 
purchaser of the Bonds at the delivery thereof. The fees of Miller, 
Canfield, Paddock and Stone, P.L.C., for services rendered in 
connection with such approving opinion are expected to be paid from 
Bond proceeds. Except to the extent necessary to issue its approving 
opinion as to the validity of the Bonds, Miller, Canfield, Paddock and 
Stone, P.L.C. has not been requested to examine or review and has not 
examined or reviewed any financial documents, statements or materials 
that have been or may be furnished in connection with the authorization, 
issuance or marketing of the Bonds, and accordingly will not express 
any opinion with respect to the accuracy or completeness of any such 
financial documents, statements or materials. 


DELIVERY OF BONDS: The City will furnish executed Bonds to be 
delivered at its expense to an authorized agent of DTC or such other 
place to be agreed upon. The usual closing documents, including a 
certificate that no litigation is pending affecting the issuance of the 
Bonds, will be delivered at the time of delivery of the Bonds. Ifthe Bonds 
are not tendered for delivery by twelve o'clock noon, Eastern Time, on 
the 45th day following the date of sale, or the first business day 
thereafter if the 45th day is not a business day, the successful bidder 
may on that day, or any time thereafter until delivery of the Bonds, 
withdraw its proposal by serving notice of cancellation, in writing, on the 
undersigned in which event the City shall promptly return the good faith 
deposit.

PREAMBLE 


WHEREAS, the City Council of the City of Lansing, Counties of Ingham 
and Eaton, Michigan (the “City") does hereby determine that it is 
necessary to reconstruct and repair City streets including related 
installation of sidewalk, curb and drainage improvements (the 
“Improvements’); and 


WHEREAS, to finance costs of the Improvements, the City Council 
determines that it is necessary to borrow money and issue bonds as 
authorized by the provisions of Act 175, Public Acts of Michigan, 1952, 
as amended (“Act 175"); and 


WHEREAS, the costs of the Improvements to be paid from bond 
proceeds is estimated to be $1,725,000; and 


WHEREAS, the Improvements are in accordance with the purposes 
enumerated in Section 13 of Act 51, Public Acts of Michigan, 1951 ("Act 
51”); and 


WHEREAS, Act 175 requires that when the governing body of any 
incorporated city shall determine to borrow money under the provisions 
of Act 175, they shall by resolution approved by a 2/3 majority of the 
members-elect of the governing body so declare, which resolution shall 
be published once in a daily or weekly newspaper of general circulation 
in the city before the same becomes effective, and which resolution shall 
briefly describe the contemplated project, the estimated cost thereof, 
and the amount, maximum rate of interest and maturity dates of the 
bonds to be issued and the form thereof; 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED THAT: 


1 The City Council hereby determines to borrow the sum of not-

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TRANSPORTATION FUND BONDS (LIMITED TAX GENERAL

PURPOSE AND SECURITY: The bonds are to be issued pursuant to 
the provisions of Act 175, Public Acts of Michigan, 1952, as amended, 
for the purpose of defraying costs to reconstruct and repair City streets 
including elated installation of sidewalk, curb and drainage 
improvements in the City, and are issued in anticipation of Michigan 
Transportation Fund payments from the State of Michigan to be received 
by the City. The bonds, however, are not general obligations of the State 
of Michigan. The bonds will pledge the limited tax full faith and credit of 
the City as additional security for payments of the principal and interest 
thereon. If the payments from the Michigan Transportation Fund are

The rights or remedies of bondholders may be 
affected by bankruptcy, insolvency, fraudulent conveyance or other laws 
affecting creditors’ rights generally, now existing or hereafter enacted, 
and by the application of general principles of equity including those 
relating to equitable subordination 


GOOD FAITH: A good faith deposit in the form of a certified or cashier's 
check drawn upon an incorporated bank or trust company, or wire 
transfer, in the amount of [amount] payable to the order of the City 
Treasurer, will be required of the successful bidder. THE SUCCESSFUL

DELIVERY OF BONDS: The City will furnish executed Bonds to be 
delivered at its expense to an authorized agent of DTC or such other 
place to be agreed upon. The usual closing documents, including a 
certificate that no litigation is pending affecting the issuance of the 
Bonds, will be delivered at the time of delivery of the Bonds. Ifthe Bonds

BY THE COMMITTEE ON WAYS AND MEANS. 
RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF LANSING 


WHEREAS, the Lansing Police Department (LPD) submitted a 100% 
Federally-funded multi-jurisdiction grant application (#2017-H2637-MI- 
Dy) to the Office of Justice Programs, U.S. Bureau of Justice Assistance 
for a four-year Justice Assistance Grant (JAG); and 


WHEREAS, the LPD JAG application was endorsed by Ingham County, 
and was accepted by the Bureau of Justice Assistance (award # 2017- 
DJ-BX-0950); and 


WHEREAS, the JAG grant is a cooperative plan with Ingham County; 
and 


WHEREAS, the Bureau of Justice Assistance will award $111,513.00 to 
be split $101,260.00 to the City of Lansing and $10,253.00 to the County 
of Ingham; and 


WHEREAS, the federal award of $111,513.00 requires no local match 
from any of the local agencies; and 


WHEREAS, the JAG grant will fund items necessary to increase the law 
enforcement efficiencies and capabilities of the applicants. The JAG 
grant will introduce new technology and equipment, which is needed to 
advance the state of technology at the Lansing Police Department 
($101,260.00) and technology / equipment for the Ingham County 
Sheriff's Office ($10,253.00); 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, the Lansing City Council 
approves acceptance of the multi-agency 2017 Justice Assistance Grant 
in the total amount of $111,513.00 (requiring no local match) for the 
grant period beginning October 1, 2017 and ending September 30, 
2020; and

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING THE CITY OF LANSING, MICHIGAN

1219.01. -PURPOSE 


(A) THE PURPOSE OF THIS ORDINANCE IS TO ESTABLISH 
MINIMUM STORMWATER MANAGEMENT REQUIREMENTS AND 
CONTROLS TO PROTECT AND SAFEGUARD THE GENERAL 
HEALTH, SAFETY, AND WELFARE OF THE PUBLIC RESIDING IN 
THE CITY OF LANSING AND THE WATERSHEDS TO WHICH IT 
DRAINS AND TO COMPLY WITH THE CITY'S NATIONAL 
POLLUTION DISCHARGE ELIMINATION SYSTEM (NPDES) PERMIT 
AND OTHER APPLICABLE FEDERAL AND STATE REGULATIONS. 


(B) THIS ORDINANCE SEEKS TO MEET THAT PURPOSE BY 
MINIMIZING THE NEGATIVE IMPACTS OF INCREASED 
STORMWATER DISCHARGES FROM NEW LAND DEVELOPMENT 
AND REDEVELOPMENT THROUGH THE FOLLOWING 
OBJECTIVES: 


(1) TO MINIMIZE INCREASED STORMWATER RUNOFF RATES. 
AND VOLUMES FROM IDENTIFIED LAND DEVELOPMENT AND 
REDEVELOPMENT 

(2) TO MINIMIZE NONPOINT SOURCE POLLUTION. 

(3) TO MINIMIZE THE DETERIORATION OF EXISTING 
WATERCOURSES, CULVERTS AND BRIDGES, AND OTHER 
STRUCTURES. 


(4) TO ENCOURAGE WATER RECHARGE WHERE 
GEOLOGICALLY FAVORABLE CONDITIONS EXISTS. 


(5) TO MAINTAIN THE ECOLOGICAL INTEGRITY OF STREAM 
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CHANNELS. 
(6) TO MINIMIZE THE NEGATIVE IMPACTS OF 


DEVELOPMENT ON DOWNSTREAM CHANNEL STABILITY. 


(7) TO PRESERVE AND PROTECT WATER SUPPLY 
FACILITIES AND WATER RESOURCES BY CONTROLLING 
INCREASED FLOOD DISCHARGES, STREAM EROSION, AND 
RUNOFF POLLUTION. 


(8) TO REDUCE THE ADVERSE IMPACT OF CHANGING 
LAND USE ON WATER BODIES AND, TO THAT END, THIS 
ORDINANCE ESTABLISHES MINIMUM STANDARDS TO PROTECT 
WATER BODIES FROM DEGRADATION RESULTING FROM 
CHANGING LAND USE WHERE STORMWATER MANAGEMENT 
CONTROLS ARE INSUFFICIENT TO MEET WATER QUANTITY AND 
QUALITY GOALS. 


(9) TO ENSURE THAT STORM DRAINS AND STORMWATER BMPS 
ARE ADEQUATE TO ADDRESS STORMWATER MANAGEMENT 
NEEDS WITHIN A PROPOSED DEVELOPMENT, AND FOR 
PROTECTING DOWNSTREAM LANDOWNERS FROM FLOODING 
AND DEGRADATION OF WATER QUALITY. THE PROCEDURES, 
STANDARDS, AND RECOMMENDATIONS SET FORTH IN THIS 
ORDINANCE AND THE CITY OF LANSING'S STORMWATER

(10) TO ENSURE THAT ALL STORMWATER FACILITIES

APPROPRIATE GOVERNMENTAL UNIT RESPONSIBLE IN 
PERPETUITY FOR PERFORMING MAINTENANCE OR; FOR 
OVERSEEING THE PERFORMANCE OF MAINTENANCE BY A 
PRIVATE ENTITY. 


(11) TO FACILITATE THE INTEGRATION OF STORMWATER 
MANAGEMENT AND POLLUTION CONTROL WITH OTHER 
ORDINANCES, PROGRAMS, POLICIES, AND THE 
COMPREHENSIVE PLANS OF THE CITY OF LANSING. 


(12) TO ESTABLISH LEGAL AUTHORITY TO CARRY OUT ALL OF 
THE INSPECTION AND MONITORING PROCEDURES NECESSARY 
TO ENSURE COMPLIANCE WITH THIS ORDINANCE. 


1219.02. - DEFINITIONS. 
AS USED IN THIS CHAPTER: 


APPLICANT MEANS ANY PERSON PROPOSING OR 
IMPLEMENTING THE DEVELOPMENT OR REDEVELOPMENT OF 
LAND. 


BMP OR BEST MANAGEMENT PRACTICE MEANS ANY PRACTICE, 
OR COMBINATION OF PRACTICES AND DESIGN CRITERIA THAT

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STORMWATER MANAGEMENT PLAN.

SHOWS ALTERATIONS OF TOPOGRAPHY, ALTERATIONS OF 
WATERCOURSES, FLOW DIRECTIONS OF STORMWATER 
RUNOFF, AND PROPOSED STORMWATER MANAGEMENT AND 
MEASURES, HAVING AS ITS PURPOSE TO ENSURE THAT THE 
OBJECTIVES OF THIS ORDINANCE ARE MET. 


EROSION AND SEDIMENT CONTROL PLAN MEANS A PLAN THAT 
IS DESIGNED TO MINIMIZE THE ACCELERATED EROSION AND 
SEDIMENTATION RUNOFF AT A SITE DURING CONSTRUCTION 


FEE IN LIEU CONTRIBUTION MEANS A PAYMENT OF MONEY IN 
PLACE OF MEETING ALL OR PART OF THE STORMWATER 
PERFORMANCE STANDARDS REQUIRED BY THIS ORDINANCE. 


GRADING MEANS ANY STRIPPING, EXCAVATING, FILLING, OR 
STOCKPILING OF SOIL OR ANY COMBINATION THEREOF AND 
THE LAND IN ITS EXCAVATED OR FILLED CONDITION. 


IMPERVIOUS SURFACE MEANS SURFACE THAT DOES NOT 
ALLOW STORMWATER RUNOFF TO SLOWLY PERCOLATE INTO 
THE SOIL. 


INFILTRATION MEANS THE PERCOLATION OF WATER INTO THE 
GROUND, EXPRESSED IN INCHES PER HOUR 


LAND DISTURBING ACTIVITY MEANS ANY ACTIVITY THAT 
CHANGES THE VOLUME OR PEAK FLOW DISCHARGE OF

NATIONAL POLLUTANT DISCHARGE ELIMINATION SYSTEM 


(NPDES) STORMWATER DISCHARGE PERMIT MEANS THE 
PERMIT ISSUED TO THE CITY OF LANSING BY THE MICHIGAN 
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DEPARTMENT OF ENVIRONMENT QUALITY FOR POINT SOURCE 
DISCHARGES OF STORMWATER FROM MUNICIPAL SEPARATE 
STORM SEWER SYSTEMS. 


NON-STRUCTURAL MEASURE MEANS A_ STORMWATER 
CONTROL AND TREATMENT TECHNIQUE THAT USES NATURAL 
PROCESSES, RESTORATION OR ENHANCEMENT OF NATURAL 
SYSTEMS, OR DESIGN APPROACHES TO CONTROL RUNOFF 
AND/OR REDUCE POLLUTANT LEVELS. SUCH MEASURES ARE 
USED IN LIEU OF OR TO SUPPLEMENT STRUCTURAL PRACTICES 
ON ALAND DEVELOPMENT SITE. 


OFFSITE FACILITY MEANS ALL OR PART OF A DRAINAGE SYSTEM 
THAT IS LOCATED PARTIALLY OR COMPLETELY OFF THE 
DEVELOPMENT SITE WHICH IT SERVES. 


PEAK RATE OF DISCHARGE MEANS THE MAXIMUM RATE OF 
STORMWATER FLOW AT A PARTICULAR LOCATION FOLLOWING 
A STORM EVENT, AS MEASURED AT A GIVEN POINT AND TIME IN 
CUBIC FEET PER SECOND (CFS). 


PERMANENT STORMWATER BMP MEANS A STORMWATER BEST 
MANAGEMENT PRACTICE (BMP) THAT WILL BE OPERATIONAL 
AFTER THE CONSTRUCTION PHASE OF A PROJECT AND THAT IS 
DESIGNED TO BECOME A PERMANENT PART OF THE SITE FOR

WETLANDS MEANS AS DEFINED BY MICHIGAN'S WETLAND 
STATUTE, PART 303, WETLANDS PROTECTION, OF THE NATURAL 
RESOURCES AND ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION ACT, 1994 PA 
451, AS AMENDED. 


1219.03. —- APPLICABILITY 


(A) THIS ORDINANCE SHALL BE APPLICABLE TO ALL LAND 
DEVELOPMENT (NEW DEVELOPMENT AND REDEVELOPMENT), 
INCLUDING BUT NOT LIMITED TO, SITE PLAN, PLOT PLAN AND 
PLAT APPLICATIONS AS WELL AS ANY GRADING APPLICATIONS.

* PROJECTS THAT ARE WITHIN AREAS OF THE CITY OF 
LANSING’S SEWER COLLECTION SYSTEM THAT ARE 
SERVED BY COMBINED SEWERS; OR 

« PROJECTS THAT DISTURB LESS THAN ONE (1) ACRE 
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AND ARE NOT PART OF ALARGER COMMON PLAN OF 
DEVELOPMENT OR SALE THAT WOULD DISTURB ONE 
(1) ACRE OR MORE. 


(B) THE PROCEDURES AND STANDARDS SET FORTH IN THIS 
POST-CONSTRUCTION STORMWATER MANAGEMENT. 
ORDINANCE, AND THE POLICIES, PROCEDURES, AND DESIGN 
DATA SPECIFIED IN THE CITY OF LANSING STORMWATER 
MANAGEMENT POLICIES AND PROCEDURES MANUAL (POLICIES.

MEASURES CONSISTENT WITH THE REQUIREMENTS 
OF CHAPTER 1218 OF THE CITY CODE; 

« REQUIREMENTS FOR AN APPROVED  POST- 
CONSTRUCTION STORMWATER MANAGEMENT PLAN 
(STORMWATER PLAN) AS OUTLINED IN SECTION 
1219.07 OF THIS ORDINANCE; AND. 

« RELATED LAND DEVELOPMENT REGULATIONS. 


(D) IN ORDER TO ENSURE COMPLETION OF CONSTRUCTION OF 
THE PERMANENT STORMWATER BMPS SPECIFIED IN THE 
APPLICANT'S STORMWATER PLAN AS OUTLINED IN SECTION 
1219.07 AND 1219.08 OF THIS ORDINANCE, ACOMPLETION BOND 
MUST BE PROVIDED TO THE CITY OF LANSING IN CONJUNCTION 
WITH THE SITE PLAN OR PLOT PLAN SUBMITTED CONSISTENT 
WITH PART 12 OF THE CITY CODE. THE VALUE OF THE 
COMPLETION BOND MUST BE IN AN AMOUNT EQUIVALENT TO 
THE VALUE OF THE PERMANENT STORMWATER BMPS 
SPECIFIED IN THE APPROVED STORMWATER PLAN.

(E) FOR AN EXISTING STORMWATER BASIN CONSTRUCTED 
PRIOR TO THE EFFECTIVE DATE OF THIS ORDINANCE, AN 
APPROVED STORMWATER PLAN MUST BE SECURED PRIOR TO 
ANY SIGNIFICANT EXPANSION, REPAIR, OR MAINTENANCE OF 
SAID STORMWATER BASIN. 


1219.04. - EXEMPTIONS, 


(A) NOTWITHSTANDING THE REQUIREMENTS OF SECTION 
1219.03, A STORMWATER PLAN SHALL NOT BE REQUIRED FOR 
ACTIVITIES PROTECTED BY THE RIGHT TO FARM ACT93 OF 1981 


(B) THE INSTALLATION OR REMOVAL OF INDIVIDUAL 
MANUFACTURED HOMES WITHIN A MANUFACTURED HOME 
PARK IS EXEMPTED FROM THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS 
ORDINANCE. THIS EXEMPTION SHALL NOT BE CONSTRUED TO

1219.05. — LIABILITY 


ANY PERSON WHO UNDERTAKES OR CAUSES TO BE 
UNDERTAKEN ANY LAND DEVELOPMENT SHALL ENSURE THAT 
SOIL EROSION, SEDIMENTATION, INCREASED POLLUTANT 
LOADS AND CHANGED WATER FLOW CHARACTERISTICS 
RESULTING FROM THE ACTIVITY ARE CONTROLLED SO AS TO

1219.07. - CONTENTS OF POST-CONSTRUCTION STORMWATER 
MANAGEMENT PLAN 


(A) THE STORMWATER MANAGEMENT PLAN (STORMWATER 
PLAN) SHALL UTILIZE TO THE MAXIMUM EXTENT PRACTICABLE 
SITE PLANNING AND DESIGN TECHNIQUES THAT REDUCE 
RUNOFF RATES, VOLUMES, AND POLLUTANT LOADS. SUCH 
TECHNIQUES INCLUDE, BUT ARE NOT LIMITED TO, MINIMIZATION 
AND/OR DISCONNECTION OF IMPERVIOUS SURFACES; 
DEVELOPMENT DESIGN THAT REDUCES THE RATE AND VOLUME

(B) THE STORMWATER PLAN SHALL BE PRESENTED AS 
FOLLOWS:

(1) THROUGH PLANS, ILLUSTRATIONS, REPORTS, AND 
CALCULATIONS, THE STORMWATER PLAN SHALL DISPLAY THE 
REQUIRED INFORMATION SPECIFIED IN THE CITY OF LANSING 
STORMWATER MANAGEMENT DESIGN MANUAL (DESIGN 
MANUAL). 


(2) THE STORMWATER PLAN MUST BE SUFFICIENTLY 
DETAILED TO SPECIFY THE TYPE, LOCATION, AND SIZE OF

(3) IF IT IS PROPOSED TO DEVELOP A PARCEL IN TWO.

(C) THE STORMWATER PLAN SHALL BE PREPARED BY A

PERSONS AND PROFESSIONALS MAY ASSIST IN THE

1219.08. - STANDARDS FOR POST CONSTRUCTION 
STORMWATER MANAGEMENT PLAN (STORMWATER PLAN) 
APPROVAL 


(A) ALL DEVELOPMENTS REQUIRING A STORMWATER PLAN 
SHALL BE DESIGNED, CONSTRUCTED, AND MAINTAINED TO 
PREVENT FLOODING, MINIMIZE STREAM CHANNEL IMPACTS, 
PROTECT WATER QUALITY, AND ACHIEVE THE PURPOSES OF 
THIS ORDINANCE, AS STATED ABOVE. THE CITY OF LANSING 
HAS ADOPTED PERFORMANCE STANDARDS TO MEET THE 
OBJECTIVES OF MANAGING THE QUANTITY AND QUALITY OF 
STORMWATER RUNOFF FROM A SITE AS DESCRIBED BELOW 
AND IN THE CITY OF LANSING STORMWATER MANAGEMENT 
DESIGN MANUAL (DESIGN MANUAL). 


(B) DESIGNERS MAY SELECT ANY COMBINATION OF 
STORMWATER BMPS WHICH MEET THE PERFORMANCE 
STANDARDS PROVIDED THE SELECTIONS: 


(1) COMPLY WITH THE REQUIREMENTS IDENTIFIED IN 
THIS ORDINANCE AND THE ASSOCIATED CITY OF LANSING 
STORMWATER MANAGEMENT POLICIES AND PROCEDURES 
MANUAL (POLICIES MANUAL) AND DESIGN MANUAL; 


(2) COMPLY WITH ALL OTHER LOCAL, COUNTY, STATE, 
OR FEDERAL REQUIREMENTS; AND 


(3) DO NOT CONFLICT WITH THE EXISTING LOCAL 
STORMWATER MANAGEMENT AND WATERSHED PLANS. 


(C) THE PARTICULAR FACILITIES AND MEASURES REQUIRED ON- 
SITE SHALL TAKE INTO CONSIDERATION THE NATURAL 
FEATURES, UPLAND AREAS, WETLANDS, AND WATERCOURSES 
ON THE SITE; THE POTENTIAL FOR ON-SITE AND OFFSITE 
ADVERSE STORMWATER IMPACTS, WATER POLLUTION, AND 
EROSION; AND THE SIZE OF THE SITE. 


(D) THE FOLLOWING ON-SITE STORMWATER MANAGEMENT 
CONCEPTS MUST BE FOLLOWED: 


(1) NATURAL TOPOGRAPHY AND SITE DRAINAGE SHALL 
BE PRESERVED AND SITE GRADING SHALL BE MINIMIZED TO THE 
MAXIMUM EXTENT REASONABLY ACHIEVABLE CONSIDERING 
THE NATURE OF THE DEVELOPMENT. 


(2) THE PREFERRED CONVEYANCE STRATEGY IS TO 
TRANSPORT, WHEREVER POSSIBLE, UNTREATED AND TREATED 
RUNOFF IN CONVEYANCE FACILITIES OPEN TO THE 
ATMOSPHERE (E.G. SWALES, VEGETATED BUFFER STRIPS, 
ENERGY-DISSIPATING STRUCTURES, ETC.), RATHER THAN 
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THROUGH ENCLOSED PIPES, SO AS TO DECREASE RUNOFF 
VELOCITY, ALLOW FOR NATURAL INFILTRATION, ALLOW

(4) THE STORMWATER PLAN AND ASSOCIATED BMPS

PROTECTIONVVOLUME CRITERIA BY PROVIDING RETENTION AS 
NECESSARY TO MEET VOLUME AND PEAK FLOW LIMITS 
CONSISTENT WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF THE DESIGN 
MANUAL. SPECIFIC DETAILS FOR ACHIEVING COMPLIANCE WITH 
THE VOLUME/CHANNEL PROTECTION CRITERIA ARE OUTLINED 
IN THE DESIGN MANUAL 


(5) THE STORMWATER PLAN AND ASSOCIATED BMPS 
MUST DEMONSTRATE COMPLIANCE WITH REQUIRED WATER 
QUALITY CRITERIA BY PROVIDING TREATMENT OF TOTAL 
SUSPENDED SOLIDS (TSS) OR BY PROVIDING RETENTION TO 
ACHIEVE THE SAME CRITERIA FOR MAXIMUM TSS 
CONCENTRATIONS IN THE STORMWATER DISCHARGE FROM 
THE SITE WITH EITHER APPROACH BEING CONSISTENT WITH 
THE REQUIREMENTS OF THE DESIGN MANUAL. SPECIFIC 
DETAILS FOR ACHIEVING COMPLIANCE WITH THE WATER 
QUALITY CRITERIA ARE OUTLINED IN THE DESIGN MANUAL. 


(6) THE STORMWATER PLAN AND ASSOCIATED BMPS 
MUST DEMONSTRATE COMPLIANCE WITH REQUIRED PEAK 
FLOWRATE AND FLOOD CONTROL CRITERIA BY PROVIDING 
STORMWATER DETENTION AND/OR RETENTION CONSISTENT 
WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF THE DESIGN MANUAL. SPECIFIC 
DETAILS FOR ACHIEVING COMPLIANCE WITH THE PEAK 
FLOWRATE AND FLOOD CONTROL CRITERIA ARE OUTLINED IN 
THE DESIGN MANUAL. 


(7) UNDER CERTAIN CONDITIONS, THE CITY OF 
LANSING, UPON RECOMMENDATION BY THE CITY ENGINEER, 
MAY IMPOSE THE FOLLOWING ADDITIONAL RESTRICTIONS ON 
STORMWATER DISCHARGES.

PROVISIONS PROVIDED IN THE POLICIES MANUAL. 


(F) STORMWATER “OFFSETS” MAY BE CONSIDERED WHERE 
WATER QUANTITY OR WATER QUALITY BMPS REQUIRED BY THIS 
ORDINANCE CAN NOT BE FULLY ACCOMMODATED ON-SITE IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH THE PROVISIONS PROVIDED IN THE 
POLICIES MANUAL. 
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1219.09. - STORMWATER MANAGEMENT PLAN AND BMP 
CONSTRUCTION PLANS SUBMISSION 


(A) THE STORMWATER MANAGEMENT PLAN (STORMWATER 
PLAN) AND THE ASSOCIATED, PROPOSED BMP CONSTRUCTION 
PLANS AND SPECIFICATIONS SHALL BE SUBMITTED FOR 
REVIEW IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE SITE PLAN SUBMITTAL 
REQUIREMENTS OF PART 12 OF THE CITY CODE. 


(B) THE BMP CONSTRUCTION PLANS AND SPECIFICATIONS 
SHALL BE PREPARED IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE 
REQUIREMENTS OF THIS ORDINANCE AND THE CITY OF 
LANSING STORMWATER MANAGEMENT DESIGN MANUAL 
(DESIGN MANUAL).

1219.10. - REVIEW PROCEDURES. 


(A) ALL STORMWATER MANAGEMENT PLANS AND BMP 
CONSTRUCTION PLANS AND SPECIFICATIONS SHALL BE 
SUBJECT TO REVIEW AND APPROVAL BY THE CITY 
ENGINEERING DIVISION IN ORDER TO ENSURE CONFORMANCE 
WITH THE REQUIREMENTS OF THIS ORDINANCE AND THE 
ASSOCIATED CITY OF LANSING STORMWATER MANAGEMENT 
POLICIES AND PROCEDURES MANUAL AND THE CITY OF 
LANSING STORMWATER MANAGEMENT DESIGN MANUAL. 


(B) UPON SUBMISSION OF A STORMWATER MANAGEMENT PLAN 
(STORMWATER PLAN) AND BMP CONSTRUCTION PLANS AND 
SPECIFICATIONS, AS PROVIDED HEREIN, SUCH PLAN SHALL BE 
REVIEWED BY THE ENGINEERING DIVISION AND A WRITTEN 
RESPONSE PREPARED AND SUBMITTED TO THE CITY OF 
LANSING PLANNING OFFICE. IF THE PROPOSED PLAN IS NOT 
SUFFICIENT AS ORIGINALLY SUBMITTED, THE ENGINEERING 
DIVISION WILL NOTIFY THE APPLICANT IN WRITING, SETTING 
FORTH THE REASONS FOR WITHHOLDING A RECOMMENDATION 
FOR APPROVAL, AND WILL STATE THE CHANGES NECESSARY 
TO OBTAIN APPROVAL. FAILURE OF THE OWNER TO ULTIMATELY

(C) BEFORE APPROVAL OF THE FINAL STORMWATER BMP

OR OTHER NEEDED STATE, FEDERAL, OR LOCAL PERMITS 
RELATING TO STORMWATER MANAGEMENT HAVE BEEN 
PROVIDED BY THE APPLICANT FOR THE CITY OF LANSING'S 
FILES. 


(D) A SATISFACTORY MAINTENANCE AGREEMENT _ IN 
ACCORDANCE WITH SECTION 1219.18 OF THIS ORDINANCE THAT 
ASSURES LONG-TERM MAINTENANCE OF ALL DRAINAGE 
IMPROVEMENTS WILL BE IN PLACE BEFORE APPROVAL OF THE 
STORMWATER PLAN AND BMP CONSTRUCTION PLANS AND 
SPECIFICATIONS. DOCUMENTATION OF THE MAINTENANCE 
AGREEMENT WILL BE SUPPLIED TO THE ENGINEERING DIVISION 
AND APPROVED BY THE CITY ENGINEER. 


(E) A SOIL EROSION AND SEDIMENTATION CONTROL PERMIT 
SHALL NOT BE ISSUED UNDER CHAPTER 1218 OF THE CITY 
CODE UNLESS THE DETAILED STORMWATER PLAN AND BMP 
CONSTRUCTION PLANS AND SPECIFICATIONS MEET THE 
STANDARDS OF THIS ORDINANCE AND THE ASSOCIATED CITY 
OF LANSING STORMWATER MANAGEMENT POLICIES AND 
PROCEDURES MANUAL AND THE CITY OF LANSING 
STORMWATER MANAGEMENT DESIGN MANUAL. 


(F) FOR DEVELOPMENTS THAT WILL RESULT IN DISTURBANCE 
OF FIVE OR MORE ACRES OF LAND, A COMPLETE NOTICE OF 
COVERAGE FOR CONSTRUCTION-PHASE STORMWATER MUST 
BE SUBMITTED TO THE MICHIGAN DEPARTMENT OF 
ENVIRONMENTAL QUALITY, WATER RESOURCES DIVISION, TO 
HAVE THE DISCHARGE AUTHORIZED UNDER A NATIONAL 
POLLUTANT DISCHARGE ELIMINATION SYSTEM PERMIT. 


(G) THE APPLICANT WILL MAKE ARRANGEMENTS ACCEPTABLE 
TO THE ENGINEERING DIVISION FOR INSPECTION DURING 
CONSTRUCTION AND FOR FINAL VERIFICATION OF THE 
CONSTRUCTION OF ALL PERMANENT STORMWATER BMPS BY A 
REGISTERED PROFESSIONAL ENGINEER. FOLLOWING FINAL 
VERIFICATION OF THE CONSTRUCTION BY A REGISTERED

(H) ELECTRONIC FILES OF THE AS-BUILT STORM DRAINS AND 
STORMWATER BMPS WILL BE SUBMITTED BY THE APPLICANT 
OR HIS/HER ENGINEER TO THE ENGINEERING DIVISION ALONG 
WITH THE FINAL PLAN FOR EXISTING SYSTEMS, OR UPON 
COMPLETION OF SYSTEM CONSTRUCTION FOR NEW SYSTEMS. 


(I) COMPLETE DEVELOPMENT AGREEMENTS (INCLUDING DEED 
RESTRICTIONS) MUST BE SUBMITTED FOR THE CITY OF 
LANSING REVIEW AND APPROVAL PRIOR TO RECORDING 


1219.11. - REVIEW FEES 


THE CITY OF LANSING CITY COUNCIL SHALL ESTABLISH 
APPLICATION FEES AND ESCROW REQUIREMENTS BY 
RESOLUTION. FEES AND ESCROW ACCOUNT PAYMENTS SHALL 
BE SUFFICIENT TO COVER ADMINISTRATIVE AND TECHNICAL

1219.15. - AS-BUILT CERTIFICATION 


AN AS-BUILT CERTIFICATION FOR STORMWATER BMPS 
MUST BE PROVIDED TO THE ENGINEERING DIVISION PRIOR TO 
FINAL APPROVAL OF THE DEVELOPMENT. THE CERTIFICATION 
SHOULD INCLUDE ALL OF THE REQUIREMENTS NOTED IN THE 
DESIGN MANUAL. 


1219.16. - NOTICE OF CONSTRUCTION COMMENCEMENT 


THE APPLICANT MUST NOTIFY THE CITY OF LANSING 
ENGINEERING DIVISION BEFORE THE COMMENCEMENT OF 
CONSTRUCTION. IN ADDITION, THE APPLICANT MUST NOTIFY 
THE CITY OF LANSING ENGINEERING DIVISION IN ADVANCE OF 
CONSTRUCTION OF CRITICAL COMPONENTS OF THE 
STORMWATER PRACTICES SHOWN ON THE APPROVED

THE STORMWATER PRACTICES SHOWN ON THE APPROVED

MAINTAIN IN GOOD CONDITION AND PROMPTLY REPAIR AND 
RESTORE ALL STRUCTURAL AND NON-STRUCTURAL 
STORMWATER BMPS AND ALL NECESSARY ACCESS ROUTES 
AND APPURTENANCES. SUCH REPAIRS OR RESTORATION AND 
MAINTENANCE SHALL BE IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE APPROVED 
STORMWATER BMP CONSTRUCTION PLANS AND 
SPECIFICATIONS AND THE STORMWATER MAINTENANCE 
AGREEMENT. 


(2) THE RESPONSIBLE PARTY SHALL MAKE RECORDS 
OF INSTALLATION AND OF ALL MAINTENANCE AND REPAIRS, 
AND SHALL RETAIN THE RECORDS FOR AT LEAST FIVE (5) 
YEARS. THESE RECORDS SHALL BE MADE AVAILABLE TO THE 
CITY OF LANSING DURING INSPECTION OF THE PRACTICE AND 
AT OTHER REASONABLE TIMES UPON REQUEST. 


(C) MAINTENANCE AGREEMENT PROVISIONS. 


(1) THE MAINTENANCE AGREEMENT SHALL PROVIDE 
FOR ROUTINE, EMERGENCY, AND LONG-TERM MAINTENANCE 
OF ALL STORMWATER BMPS. 


(2) THE MAINTENANCE AGREEMENT SHALL BE BINDING

STORMWATER BMPS AND SHALL BE RECORDED IN THE OFFICE 
OF THE APPROPRIATE COUNTY REGISTER OF DEEDS PRIOR TO

(3) IF IT HAS BEEN FOUND BY THE CITY OF LANSING,

(a) MINIMUM LIGHTING STANDARDS. 


(1) EXTERIOR LIGHTING, IN COMPLIANCE WITH THE 
STANDARDS OF THIS SECTION, MUST BE 
PROVIDED IN ALL PARKING LOTS DESIGNED FOR 
THE PARKING OF MORE THAN FIVE (5) VEHICLES 
AND FOR ALL LOADING AND UNLOADING AREAS 
ON COMMERCIAL OR INDUSTRIAL SITES. 


(2) ADEQUATE LIGHTING SHOULD BE PROVIDED TO 
COVER THE ENTIRE PARKING LOT, AND 
APPLICABLE LOADING AND UNLOADING AREAS. 
LIGHTING SHALL BE EVEN, AND “HOT” AND "COLD" 
SPOTS ARE TO BE AVOIDED. SUCH LIGHTING MAY 
NOT EXCEED THE LIMITATIONS SET FORTH IN SUB- 
SECTION (b), AND MUST BE PROVIDED, EVEN IF

(2) THE INTENSITY OF LIGHTS SHALL NOT EXCEED 5

MAXIMUM OF 10 FOOTCANDLES IS PERMITTED 
WITHIN SITES USED AS GASOLINE STATIONS OR

(3) FOR SITES ABUTTING A RESIDENTIAL ZONE OR

(4) THE MAXIMUM HEIGHT OF PARKING LOT LIGHT 
FIXTURES SHALL BE 35 FEET. 


(5) LUMINOUS-TUBE AND EXPOSED-BULB 
FLUORESCENT LIGHTING IS PROHIBITED AS AN 
ARCHITECTURAL DETAIL ON ALL BUILDINGS, E.G. 
ALONG THE ROOF LINE AND EAVES, AROUND 
WINDOWS, ETC 


©) EXEMPTIONS 


THE FOLLOWING ARE EXEMPT FROM THE LIGHTING 
REQUIREMENTS OF THIS SECTION, EXCEPT THAT THE ZONING 
ADMINISTRATOR MAY TAKE STEPS TO ELIMINATE THE IMPACT 
OF LIGHTS FOR THE EXEMPTED USES WHEN DEEMED 
NECESSARY TO PROTECT THE HEALTH, SAFETY AND WELFARE 
OF THE PUBLIC: 


(1) SPORTS FIELD LIGHTING, IN USE NO LATER THAN

Section 3. That Chapter 1060, Section 08, of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 


(a) Removal or Abatement. Any solid waste, recyclable material 
and/or yard waste accumulated in a manner which is a public nuisance; 
any scattered solid waste, rejected items, recyclable material and/or 
yard waste; broken or open City collection containers; yard waste 
collection or recyclable material containers in excess of thirty pounds; 
Gity-or private collection containers containing unacceptable materials; 
or City.or.private collection containers placed in front of a residential 
site-of generator contrary to any collection procedure referred to in 
Section 1060.05; or any bulk item accumulated beyond the time frame 
identified in Section 1060.12, or unacceptable bulk item or bulk item 
placed in front of a residential site of generation contrary to collection 
procedures referred to in Sections 1060.14 and 1060.15, is hereby 
declared to be a public nuisance andis subject to removal or abatement 
If a violation of this chapter is not corrected within seven days after 
notice is given in the manner provided in Section 1060.07 or 1060.16, 
respectively, then the City, through its Public Service Director or 
aAuthorized CITY OFFICIAL representative, agent or designee, may 
remove or abate the nuisance 
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(b) Expenses 


(1) The complete expense, including the administration costs to the 
City, incurred in the removal, abatement or preparation of materials for 
recycling shall be the sole responsibility of the owner or party in interest 
of the property on which or in front of which the condition existed, and 
shall be paid by the owner or party in interest in whose name the 
property appears on the City's latest real property tax assessment 
records. The expense shall be a penalty for income tax purposes 


(2) The complete expense incurred shall be a lien against the real 
property and shall be reported to the City Assessor, who shall assess 
the same against the property on which or in front of which the nuisance 
was located. 


(3) The owner or party in interest in whose name the property appears 
upon the last local tax assessment records shall be notified of the 
amount of such cost by first class mail at the address shown on the 
records. If he or she fails to pay the same within thirty days after mailing, 
by the City Assessor, of a notice of the amount thereof, the City 
Assessor shall add the same to the next tax roll of the City, and such 
amount shall be collected in the same manner in all respects as provided 
by law for the collection of taxes by the City. 


Section 4. That Chapter 1060, Section 99, of the Codified 
Ordinances of the City of Lansing, Michigan, be and is hereby amended 
to read as follows:

(a) No person shall 


(1) Sell, consume or possess in an open container alcoholic 
beverages in the public streets, public places, parks, 
alleys, sidewalks, City-owned parking facilities or the 
Turner-Dodge House, except as provided in this section; 
or 


(2) Sell, consume or possess in an open container alcoholic 
beverages in a private parking lot or facility, including, 
but not limited to, shopping center parking lots or parking 
areas adjacent to commercial establishments which are 
utilized by patrons of the commercial establishment, 
unless such person has in his or her possession, in 
writing, the express permission or consent of the owner 
or lessee, or the lawful agent of the owner or lessee, of 
such lot or facility. This paragraph shall not apply to any 
event sponsored or authorized in witing by the owner or 
lessee of such premises. 


(b) Beer or wine may be sold and/or consumed in City parks, 
upon approval of the Mayor, if 


(1) For sales of beer and wine, a special license for such 
sale is obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission and if the Mayor approves the license 
application prior to the issuance of the license. Approval 
by the Mayor shall be granted only if the license is to be 
utilized in conjunction with a City-approved cultural, 
ethnic or community activity open to the public or if the 
Iizense is to be utilized in conjunction with a City- 
approved tourist or convention activity; or 


(2) For consumption only, where no sales occur, approval is 
granted for the consumption of beer and wine at a City- 
approved cultural, ethnic or community activity open to 
the public, or in conjunction with a City-approved tourist 
or convention activity, provided that with respect to either 
the sale of beer and wine, or consumption, where no 
sales occur, the requirements set forth in subsections 
(9), (h) and (i) hereof are met. 


(3) Prior Mayoral approval shall not be required for the sale 
and/or consumption of beer and wine at the Tumer- 
Dodge House, Scott Park, Cooley Gardens, South 
Washington Office Complex, and Fenner Nature Center, 
however, with regard to the South Washington Office 
Complex such sale and/or consumption of beer and wine 
may only occur at non-profit events held on May 8, 2018 
AND NOVEMBER 29, 2018. 


() Notwithstanding the limitations set forth in subsection (b) 
hereof, beer or wine may be sold for consumption at Kircher 
Field or Ranney Field if a special license for such sale is 
obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control Commission and if 
the Mayor approves the license application prior to the 
issuance of the license.

Notwithstanding the limitations set forth in subsection (b) 
hereof, beer or wine may be sold for consumption, and may 
be consumed, within the grounds of the Turner-Dodge House, 
Scott Park, OR Cooley Gardens, provided that all permits 
required by the Department of Parks and Recreation have 
been obtained, a special license, if applicable, has been 
obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control Commission, and 
the requirements set forth in subsections (g), (h), and (i) 
hereof are met.

Sale and consumption of alcoholic beverages is allowable 
within the concession area or any other area within the 
perimeter of the Groesbeck Golf Course and Hope Soccer 
Complex, provided that, if sold, a license for such sale has 
been obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control Commission, 
and provided, further, that any such consumption or sale shall 
be contingent upon approval by the Department of Parks and 
Recreation and subject to such rules or restrictions as the 
Department may establish. 


Sale and consumption of alcoholic beverages may occur 
within the concession area or any other area within the City 
Market or its environs, provided that, if sold, a license for such 
sale has been obtained from the Michigan Liquor Control 
Commission and the sale and for consumption occurs within 
a clearly demarcated area in compliance with the license, and 
provided, further, that any such sales for consumption shall 
be contingent upon approval by the Lansing Entertainment 
and Public Facilities Authority (LEPFA) and subject to such 
rules or restrictions as LEPFA may establish. Notwithstanding 
section (i) herein, any such applicant shall file with the City 
Clerk proof of a personal injury and property damage 
insurance policy insuring such applicant against any liability 
imposed on such applicant or the City arising out of the sale 
or consumption of alcoholic beverages, and naming the City 
and LEPFA as additional insureds.
